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Fares to Toronto 


As a guide to persons who are plan- 
ning to attend the annual meeting of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion at Toronto, Ontario, Canada, 
June 26 to 30, we append a table of 
fares from representative places to 
Toronto showing one way rates, sum- 
mer tourist rates and convention 
rates, the latter being based on the 
certificate plan of fare and one-half 
for the round trip. It will be noted 
that in some instances the summer 
tourist fare may be lower, while in 
others the convention fare will be 
better. These faresare not official in 


the sense that they are issued with the 
authority of the railroads but they are 
approximately correct. In all in- 
stances they should be checked with 
local agents. 

The attention of those persons com- 
ing from points west or south of 
Chicago is also called to the reduced 
rates, because of the Century of 
Progress Exposition, to Chicago which 
will in most instances be lower than 
the rates quoted here. In such cases, 
it may be desirable to purchase tickets 
at the special rates to Chicago and

then to purchase tickets on the certifi- 
cate plan from Chicago to Toronto. 

Under the certificate plan, it is 
absolutely necessary to secure a cer- 
tificate at the time of purchase of 
the one-way ticket to Toronto. This 
certificate, after being validated at 
Toronto, entitles the holder to a 
return ticket at half fare to the place 
from which the certificate was pur- 
chased. This is what is meant by 
“convention fare’ in the table on the 
preceding page. 

Tickets ON CERTIFICATE PLAN 


All persons planning to attend the 
annual meeting of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association, or the Amer- 
ican Sanatorium Association or the 
National Conference of Tuberculosis 
Secretaries at Toronto June 26 to 30 
are urged to note the following reg- 
ulations governing the purchase of 
railroad tickets on the certificate plan. 


1. Any person purchasing a ticket for 
seventy-five cents or more on any 
railroad in the United States or 
Canada for the purpose of attending 
the annual meetings above listed is 
entitled to a reduction of one-half 
fare on the return trip by using the 
certificate plan. 

2. Certificates must be requested by 
passengers’ when purchasing tickets. 
All ticket agents have the certificates 
or can secure them. No refund of 
fares will be made because of failure 
to secure certificates at time of pur- 
chase of tickets. There is no extra 
charge for certificates. 

3. Buy tickets one-way only to Toronto. 
Return trip tickets must be over same 
route as going tickets. 

4. Tickets for the going trip to Toronto 
together with the certificates must be 
purchased between June 22 and June 
28 inclusive. Tickets fo~ the return 
trip are good for 30 days from date

The responsibility for 
the selection of material for the ex- 
hibit is entirely in the hands of the 
committee.

of purchase. Return tickets are good 
for start from Toronto up to and 
including July 4, 

5. On arrival at convention headquar- 
ters in Toronto, certificates must be 
surrendered for validation. Dates of 
validation are June 28 and 29. 
Return tickets at one-half fare can 
be secured only after certificate has 
been validated. A fee of 25 cents 
is charged for validation. 

6. The reduced fare of one-half the 
one-way regular first-class fare will 
apply only in case one hundred 
(100) or more certificates capable of 
proper validation are received. 

7. Certificates will be issued to children 
when accompanied by parent or 
guardian and will have the same 
privileges as the regular certificates 
being good for the usual half-fare 
going and the corresponding reduc- 
tion on return ticket. 

Further information concerning the cer- 
tificate plan will be supplied by railroads 
or the office of the National Tuberculosis 
Association on request. All persons who 
plan to attend the meeting traveling by 
rail are requested to secure certificates, 
even if they are uncertain about return 
arrangements. 


Twenty-fifth Anniversary 


March 1 marked the completion of 
twenty-five years continuous service 
of Philip P. Jacobs with the National 
Tuberculosis Association. Various 
newspapers carried stories regarding 
the outstanding events of this period 
and the staff held in his honor a 
luncheon party at the Pennsylvania 
Hotel. He was presented with a book, 
and a scroll humorously illustrating 
various “episodes in the life of a 
tubercular crusader.” 

Mr. Jacobs, who was born in Syra- 
cuse, New York, March 28, 1879, 
was graduated from Syracuse Uni- 
versity in 1903. He also received the 
degree of B.D. from Drew Theolo- 
gical Seminary in 1908, and the 
degree of Ph.D. from Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1910. In 1908 as a result 
of two studies he had completed as 
secretary of the newly formed Hos- 
pital Committee of the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association, he was chosen 
by Dr. Livingston Farrand, the ex- 
ecutive secretary of the National 
Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, as his assis- 
tant. In 1918 he married Miss Lizzie 
L. Williams of Morristown. “For 
distinguished services rendered in the 
service of tuberculosis” in 1924 he 
had conferred upon him through the 
Danish Legation in Washington, 
D. C., the Cross and Patent as a 
knight of the order of Dannebrog, a 
seven centuries old order of the 
Danish court. 

Mr. Jacobs, whose institutes 
throughout the country have given 
him a reputation as a teacher and 
whose many articles, booklets, and 
three books are known throughout the 
tuberculosis and health field, is re- 
spected and affectionately regarded as 
the dean of lay tuberculosis workers 
in this country. 


Negro Health Week 


The nineteenth National Negro Health 
Week is to be held April 2 to 9. The 
objective this year is “Health first—More 
than ever before, Carry On!” This an- 
nual observance is conducted under the 
auspices of the National Negro Health 
Movement in cooperation with the United 
States Public Health Service, state, county 
and city health departments, and various 
voluntary health and civic organizations. 
The Health Week Committee consists of 
Dr. Roscoe C. Brown, chairman, Dr. 
Monroe N. Work, secretary, and Rev. F. 
Rivers Barnwell, Dr. Algernon B. Jack- 
son, and R. Maurice Moss. 
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Death of Miss Maguire 


On the death of Miss Sidney 
Maguire, executive secretary of the 
Los Angeles Tuberculosis and Health 
Association, on February 25 the 
directors of that association have ex- 
pressed themselves as follows: “Miss 
Maguire gave to this association her 
undivided loyalty and entire strength 
and interest throughout the sixteen 
years during which she labored suc- 
cessfully to build the position and 
influence. of this organization to its 
present place in this city and state.” 

Miss Maguire was educated in 
Indiana, graduating from the Indian- 
apolis Hospital School of Nursing. 
Prior to becoming executive secretary 
of the Los Angeles association sixteen 
years ago she was supervisor of the 
tuberculosis division of the Los 
Angeles City Health Department. 
She was an organizer of the Alliance 
of Social Agencies, later merged with 
the Council of Social Agencies of Los 
Angeles, and was widely interested in 
all types of community activities deal- 
ing with health and social work. 
During her service the Los Angeles 
Tuberculosis and Health Association 
obtained a high standard of excellence 
and became one of the leading tuber- 
culosis organizations in the United 
States. 

Miss Marguerite Holdzkom has 
been appointed to succeed Miss 
Maguire. 


Scholarships at Rome 


Governments and national societies 
belonging to the International Union 
Against Tuberculosis are reminded that 
the Italian Fascist National Federation 
’ against Tuberculosis places at disposal of 
the Union two scholarships at the Benito 
Mussolini Institute in Rome. The condi- 
tions are as follows: 

These competitive scholarships, of a 
value of 6,000 liras respectively, plus 
board and lodging, are intended to en- 
able foreign medical practitioners to stay 
at the Benito Mussolini Institute in Rome 
for the purpose of following a course of 
studies. This stay of eight months will 
correspond with the academic year (No- 
vember 15 to July 15). The scholars 
must reside at the Institute. The scholar- 
ships shall preferably be awarded to 
young physicians who are already famil- 
iar with tuberculosis problems and who 
wish to improve their knowledge of this 
branch of medicine. The kind of work 
undertaken will be subject to an agree- 
ment between the Director of the Insti- 
tute and the candidate. The publication 
expenses resulting from this work may be 
defrayed partly or entirely by the Institute. 


Unused Christmas Seals 


Relative to the disposition of unused 
Christmas seals, the following regulations 
given in clause 9 of the official contract 
of the National Tuberculosis Association 
are published below. The growing in- 
terest of collectors in old Christmas seals 
means that every state and local associa- 
tion should be familiar with them. 


1. Where requests are received for 
Christmas Seals of a given year 
prior to December 31st of that year, 
the price of such current Seals for 
that year, in accordance with the 
contract, must be Ic each. (See Para- 
graph 10 of the contract.) In no case 
should they be sold to collectors or 
others for less than Ic each. We also 
recommend strongly against giving 
away these seals to collectors or 
dealers. 

. Where requests for Christmas Seals 
of one year previous are received 
after December 31st, for example, 
1932 Seals in January, 1933, the 
price established by the National 
Tuberculosis Association and ap- 
proved by the Christmas Seal and 
Charity Stamp Society is 1c each 
wholesale (to dealers only) and 2c 
each retail (to individual collectors). 
Our associations are, therefore, pro- 
hibited by contract from selling 
Christmas Seals of one year back 
or more for less than 1c each. 

. In the case of Christmas Seals more 
than one year out-of-date, that is, 
for 1931 or years previous, the price 
of Seals is regulated by the dealers 
in accordance with demand, and 
price lists of this character may be 
obtained from dealers on request. 
The National Association will sup- 
ply the names of reliable dealers. 

. In the case of those Christmas Seals 
that are extremely scarce, particu- 
larly for the years prior to 1914, 
the National Tuberculos:s Associa- 
tion prefers to refer all dealers and 
individual collectors to the Scott 
Stamp and Coin Company, 1 West 
47th Street, New York City, or to 
other authorized dealers. (See also 
preceding paragraph.) 

. Requests coming to state or local 
associations for the purchase of im- 
perforate seals of current or other 
years, progressive proofs, seals with 
identifying marks of printers and 
other variants, should be referred 
to dealers who in turn will pure 
these Seals from the National Tu- 
berculosis Association directly at 
prices determined in advance by the 
Christmas Seal and Charity Stamp 
Society. 


The scholarships will be awarded at 
the summer session of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which will meet this year in July. 
The names of candidates, accompanied 
by particulars as to their age, qualifica- 
tions and professional experience, must be 
forwarded to the Secretariat of the Union, 
66 Boulevard Saint-Michel, Paris 68, not 
later than July 1, 1933.

Rehabilitation in Memphis 


Some interesting rehabilitation work is 
being done in Memphis, Tennessee, with 
children discharged from  Cheerfield 
Farm, the preventorium of Oakville 
Sanatorium, and Les Passees Summer 
Camp for tuberculous children. Six years 
ago a group of women, representing all 
social, club, and church circles of Mem- 
phis, was organized under the le2dership 
of Mrs. Eugene Jones, a former patient 
of Oakville Sanatorium and a director 
of the Shelby County Tuberculosis Society, 
to provide religious training for these 
children. Many of them were found in 
need of clothing and other necessities 
which these women undertook to provide. 
Recently the group reorganized, calling 
themselves the Alpine Guild because in 
the Alpine region of Switzerland out- 
standing work has been done in the 
prevention and cure of tuberculosis. The 
Guild, whose membership is 100, is 
divided into circles, each of which is 
responsible for a child or group of chil- 
dren according to the need in the home. 
In some instances it means only a quart 
of milk; in others the need is greater. 
Only where it is absolutely necessary is a 
child removed from the home. In cases 
where some other relief agency is assist- 
ing in the home, the Guild cooperates. 

As soon as funds are available a 
mountain craft shop will be opened for 
the sale of native hooked rugs, mats, 
blankets, spreads, basketry, etc, now 
being made in the mountain schools of 
the South. Members of the Guild have 
pledged to this work two hours monthly. 

The Guild will do rehabilitation work 
only with children recommended by the 
Shelby County Tuberculosis Society, 
whose nurse will give constant supervi- 
sion in the home. All cases are cleared 
through the Social Service exchange, so 
there is no duplication of effort.

The Tuberculosis Committee in Hono- 
lulu is to be congratulated on their 
Christmas Seal Sale in Oahu which was 
only about 10 per cent behind that of 
1931.

Ideas and suggestions for local 
meetings, luncheon and radio talks and 
newspaper publicity, will be forwarded 
without charge to any group wishing to 
devote the observance of the day to im- 
proving maternity care. Mother’s Day 


‘falls on May 14, and the plan calls for 


activities during the preceding week. The 
association urges that emphasis be placed 
this year on conditions surrounding the 
delivery of the infant, without in any 
way belittling the importance of pre-natal 
care. Subjects for principal attention are 
to be the factors involving selection of 
the attending physician, and the probiem 
of whether to go to a hospital or have 
the baby at home. 


Boys’ Health Day 


Thursday, May 4, is Boys’ Health Day 
and Evening At Home during National 
Boys’ Week. 

This period of intensive concentration 
on boys is being sponsored by the Na- 
tional Boys’ Week Committee with head- 
quarters in Chicago. 

The purpose of Boys’ Health Day and 
Evening at Home is primarily 


To stress the responsibility of the 
family for the boy’s welfare. 

To emphasize the importance of home 
training in social hygiene. 

To recognize the home as cne of the 
most important character building insti- 
tutions. 

To impress upon parents the fact that 
the home should serve as a headquarters 
for the boy and his companions. 

Te develop the right attitude toward 
home, parents, brothers, and sisters, as 
expressed in a willingness to cooperate 
and assume a definite responsibility. 


In Texas 


In connection with a five-year coopera- 
tive plan for tuberculosis prevention, 
adopted in 1931 by the Texas Tubercu- 
losis Association, over 25,000 children 
have been tuberculin tested in Abilene, 
Austin, Dallas, Houston and Harris 
County, Port Arthur, San Antonio and 
Waco, in cooperation with their respec- 
tive county tuberculosis associations. 
Where possible, the State Association 
staff helps in executing this work. A 
series of four reprints of articles on 
phases of childhood tuberculosis written 
by Texas physicians features this cam- 
paign. 

Not least important is the legislative 
plan. Bringing Texas, the last and larg- 
est state, into the Registration Area in- 
terests all health workers. This five-year 
plan launched under the presidency of 
Dr. Elva C. Wright of Houston is ad- 
vancing under the presidency of Dr. John 
Potts of Fort Worth. 


Belfast Reports 


The National Tuberculosis Association 
is in receipt of a succinct vet comprehen- 
sive report of the Chief Tuberculosis 
Officer of Belfast, Northern Ireland, for 
the year 1931. In the city clinics, 1,894 
new cases were examined, of which 54 
per cent were tuberculous, 37 per cent 
non-tuberculous and 9 per cent suspects. 
An interesting historical fact is that in 
the 18 years of clinic work there has been 
a diminution in the relative number of 
women to men coming to the clinic for the 
first time. In 1916 the ratio of women to 
men was 135 women to 100 men; in 1931, 
it was 99 women to 100 men. 

Nurses of the clinics paid 31,704 home 
visits during the year. Reporting on the 
conditions of the 860 new homes visited, 
the nurses found 16 per cent below 
“average,” after consideration of num- 
ber of inmates, cleanliness, ventilation, 
etc. Only 18 per cent of these patients 
slept alone, and nearly 10 per cent of 
them slept in a room with four or more 
people. 

The tuberculosis death rate in Belfast 
for 1931 was 135 and ranged by wards 
from 70 to 150. 

One cf the most intezesting special 
studies included in the report is the 
follow-up of 812 children born of tuber- 
culous mothers during a period of eight 
years. Thirteen per cent were dead, only 
3 per cent tuberculous, 9 per cent in 
“delicate” health, and 75 per cent com- 
pletely well. 

A report on the end results of preg- 
nancy in 1,307 tuberculous mothers shows 
2 per cent stillborn, a little over 1 per 
cent premature, 6 per cent miscarried, and 
91 per cent, a living full-term child. 

Reports from the variows departments, 
X-ray, artificial light, dental, laboratory, 
open-air school, and sanatorium treatment 
all show a well-rounded program and 
excellent management in carrying it out.
